The  Department  has  received  your  letter  of  Decem¬ 
ber  18,  1940,  which  was  referred  to  this  Department  by 
the  Department  of  Justice,  concerning  your  desire  to 
have  two  relatives,  who  are  in  Warsaw,  Poland,  come  to 
the  United  States. 

In  reply  you  are  informed  that  it  is  contrary  to 
the  practice  of  the  Department  to  state  in  advance  of 
the  receipt  of  regular  applications  for  passports 
whether  or  not  such  documents  may  be  issued.  You  should 
advise  your  relatives  to  apply  to  the  American  Embassy 
in  Berlin  for  passports.  In  this  connection,  there  is 
enclosed  a  pamphlet  entitled  PASSPORTS  FOR  AMERICAN 
CITIZENS  IN  FOREIGN  COUNTRIES,  which  sets  forth  the 
procedure  which  American  citizens  abroad  should  follow 
-in  order  to  procure  passports  and  describes  the  types 
of  evidence  of  American  citizenship  which  are 
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acceptable  in  passport  cases.
